Why do you thinkyouTe cast as these 
strong females?

Hunger Games] have changed the way 
I’m perceived, which is great because 
there was a time when it seemed 
a little one-sided. I’m [actually] a serial 
monogamist [laughs] . I’m happy in my 
tracksuit bottoms and hoodie, sitting 
on the sofa watching True Detective or 
House Of Cards. That’s how close I am 
to being a seductress. 

Didn'tyou nearly stop acting when 
you were younger? 

There was a period of struggle but 
I never considered giving it up. It can 
be a very despairing, ruthless industry 
There are great highs and great lows in 


the industry and we’re 
addicted to those highs 
and lows.
